We have been Vain and Carnal, Proud 
and Unthankful in our: Health and Praſpe- 
rous ſtate; And Sullen and Froward, Mur- 
muring and Deſponding, in our Low Af 
fied condition. The Kindneſs and the 
Mercy that ſhould have Allur d us unto thee, 
and encourag'd us, the more faithfully and 
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cheerfully to Serve thee, has made us but 
Forgetful of thee, and to wax Wanton 
againſt thee. And the Correction and 
Trouble that ſhould have driven us out of 
our Sins, and haſten'd us to flee for the 
Life of our Souls, has but put us out of 
Patience, and filld us with Prejudice 
againſt thy Righteous hand, and with 
hard and unworthy Thoughts of our God. 
And fo, we have made ſhift ſtill to keep 
the Hold of our Sins, notwithſtandin 
all thy various Methods to Break us 
em. | 
Yea, to thee, O Lord, who Searcheſt the 
Hearts, and trie#t the Reins, we muſt acknow- 
ledge and bewail the Sins of our Hearts and 
Minds; Our Vain thoughts, and Proud 
imaginations, our Luſtful and Covetous 
defires, our Envious and Malicious pro- 
jects : For theſe Corrupt the Fountain, and 
defile the Habitation of thy bleſſed Spirit. 
Theſe are the Seeds and Roots of all the 
other Evils in our Lives; and render us 
even as Criminal in thy Sight, as if we had 
outwardly Acted, what we have ſo in- 
wardly Devis d. Such vile Inclination and 
Proneneſs to Evil, (Approving of it, and 
Delighting in it, and Conſenting to it,) 
carries fo much Guilt and Malignity along 
with it, That even for this, thou mighteſt 
juſtly Abhor us and Condemn us, in the day 
when God ſhall Tudge the Secrets of men 215 
Cbriſt. hus 
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Thus we muſt Criminate and Arraign 
our ſelves ;} Confefling that Iniquities pre- 
vail againſt us, Temptations are ſtill preſ- 
ſing upon us; and our Sins, O how often 
do they get the Aſcendant over us? Still 


we are Offending our Holy Lord; and 


ſtill we carry in us the corrupt Nature, the 
Carnal mind, the Oppoſition to thy Righte- 
ous Law, which are Enmity againſt God, 
and threaten us with thy Wrath and Ruin. 

Wie read of ſuch as cannot Ceaſe from Sin: 
and ſuch, O Lord, thou knoweſt us, in a 
great meaſure to be ; that have brought 
our ſelves under the ſad Neceſſity of Sinning 
againſt thee ; and ſo entangled our guilty 
Souls in the Tempter's Snare, as to be 


taken Captive by bim, even at bis Will. 


We call to mind with Shame ' and Re- 
morſe, How we have Provoked the eyes 
of thy Fealouſy, and Affronted thy Glorious 
Majeſty ; How frequently we have ſo Sin- 
ned, and how heinouſly Offended. 

But after all this, ( ſo much Amiſs that 
we have done, and when we cannot but 
thus acknowledge what great and provo- 
king Sinners we have been,) Yet O what 
ſorry work have we made of our Re 
tance for our Sins! O how little have we 
done at it, but Trifle with it? Even when 
we talk of Humiliation, and Pretend to it, 
and Argue for it, O Lord, thou knoweſt 
bow ſeldom we have Engaged in it, and

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how ſuperficially we have gone over it, in 
the proper Seaſons for it; How hard and 
unrelenting have been our Hearts, and how 
Loath and backward to the moſt Needful 
work. 1 
O Good God ! Wilt thou Humble us, that 
we have been no more Humbled ; and Lay 
not to . our Charge the Sins of thoſe Ser- 
vices, which we have ſo ill performed. 
And ſeeing unrepented Sins are the Cauſe 
of thy dreadful Judgments, O that the 
Dread of thy Fudgments may drive us 
out of all fuch Sins! And when the 
Wrato of Ged is revealed from Heaven 
againſt em, O let us not dare to Continue 
in em. When the Axe is laid to the Root of 
_ the Tree, and thy Hand is Lifted up, as 
ready to do Execution upon us, O that we 
may be fo Warned and Reclaimed, and 
being forth ſuch Fruirs meet for Repentauce, 
That we may not be Hewn down and caſt

And the Lord in mercy Pity our Frail- 
ties and Infirmities, and Forgive us all our 
ſinful Negle&s and Iniquities. And for 
what is ſtill Wanting in us, O be thou 
graciouſly pleaſed to accept the full and 
perfect Merits and Righteouſneſs of thy 
dear Son, our moſt holy Saviour : ny 
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let his precious Blood be heard ſpeaking for 

us, Where we have nothing to ſay for our 
ſelves ; and where we are fo Unworthy to 
be Heard on our own Account. | | 

Be Merciful, O God, to this ſinful Na- 
tion, that has ſo long Enjoyed, and ſo much 
Abuſed thy rich and ſundry Bleſſings, and 
ftill goes on to Provoke thee daily.
